1. As you knew, the 11th International Congress of Historical Sciences 

(ICHS) will convene in Stockholm on 21 August i 960 and. run through 28 August. Ac- 
cording to our Information, 2900 participants axe expected, among them delegates 
from Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, Rumania and the USSR. (1500 per- 
sons took port In the 10th Congress in Rome, 8-11 September 1955, delegates 

from Hungary, Poland and the CSSS. ) The Congress proper will be preceded by the 
Inter national Conference of Sconmlc History, 17-18 August, oImo to be at tended by 
Soviet delegates, and by special colloquia and meetings of the Commissions of the 
ICHS, among them an International Commission for Slavonic Studies from 16 to 20 
August. 

2. AECASSQHAHX/l (a Ukrainian group known to Cl ^3 ) h«j=» evidence 

that am o n g the Soviet delegates to the Congress will be some from the Ukraine. 
ASCASS OWAKf /l has among its supporters emigre historians who were once well known 
in the USSR. Several have registered for the Congress and their p ap ers have been 
accepted for presentation, judging from similar conferences elsewhere, it is 
definitely expected that these emigre historians will have o p p ortu nities in the 
course of the 12 or so days of the Congress to meet and to the Soviet Ukrainian 
delegates. Kith this and with other less direct means, AECASSOWARf/l is pi«m-»r>g 

an operationjvimed at elicitation, direct gaeatl«w*"fl ; and, wittily ,, partial o r 
full recruitraent (in tbatorderr of the Soviet Ukrainian delegates, fo carry out 
this plan, ABCASSOVCAHf/l is preparing to mod to the Congress not only the above- 
mentioned well-briefed collaborators as delegates, but a p/&, ASCAS30!tAHf/29 , now 
being trained by KUBABK, whose 50 b it will b e to exploit these contacts to the 
f ulle st possiW^_extent . AECAS80WAHT/29 willTalso have the option of calling upon 
A&JSSSOKARf/l collaborators and sympathizers in Sweden if they can be useful. Til 
_ and for future reference, ABSASSQHABy /29 is e xpected to be functioning as the 
AB£A 8SQHAKl/l operations chief in Barope b y the^n3~~br^3 Uiie and will HiBf gafter be 
chgfged v± thfUire cting~aJLL operations in that area. Although his 
base of operations has not yet been selected, he will operate tender the r egular 
supervision of a KXJBARK field project officer, also not yet selected. We do not 
excludc_dlrect Interven tion of the case officer Into a contact eltuatlon if it seema 
appropriate, particularly If he la Ukrainian sp eaking , apg&iytn Krywn g^nwtv fca 
Stockholm can be discussed as the Congress approaches. 



3 . To halo ARC&aacSBffll/l formulate plans as cogently as possible, we request 

that 1 CL Z3 furnish all av ailabl e Information on -Mae Congress, 

specifically on the composition of the Soviet delegation (and its Ukrainian com- 
ponent In the event that It Is distinguishable} , as well as supporting data as to 
bov and where the Soviet delegation will be housed, vh&t security measures the 
Soviets might be expected to observe under the conditions of Stockholm, etc. - - 
any information which might facilitate contact operations. Whatever advice GT 

Ji might offer is especially solicited. 

4. It should be stressed that AB C A Sas W S Bl/l La arming only selectiv e 
literature distribution and no overt denonatraticinit — * aglet, d -i 

tightly organised attempt"to get close to the Soviet Ukrain±an 4^Le^,tes with the 
least possible fuss. It should be noted that not only have the sma*gafe&»ngg been 
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successful la this type of operation at other times end places, but also that 
REDWOOD operational experience of the past several years demonstrates that 
Soviet TEarolnlan Intellectuals axe an unusually vortbwhile target of 

the respect, pr o m inenc e, vide range of contact and access to Information oh 
they enjoy.
